Two Ute Indians arrived here three days ago
from Balt Lake Valley, and they corroborate the
statements of Brown in regard to the movements of
the Mermons.

A large uumber of Shoshonee or Snake Indians
bave reached this camp from the Wind River
Mountsins, where they rpent the Wiater. They
report that Wash-a-keek, their ehief, with all of his
warriors, had joined with the Orows and Boannacks
im an expedition against the Blackfeet, who have
stolen pearly all the horses of these several tribes
during last Winter,

A large amount of powder, amounting to several
thousand pounds, was seized on the 25th of last
month at Fort Bridger, in a train of Messrs. Rus.
sell & Waddle, the coutractors for the transporte-
tien of the supplies, &ec., to this army. Th
powder was found in alot of goods consigned &
Wm. Hooper, 8 Mormon merchant in Salt Lak
City, which Messrs, R. & W, enguged last Sprin
te deliver to him in the eity. It was packed up in
bexesin such a manner that its presence woul
net be suspected.

The body of a man was found on the 24th inst.,
barging to the liwb of a tree, in asecluded spot on
Smith's Fork, about eleven wiles sbove the croes-
img ef the main rosd, by u party of dragoons who
were eamped on that ereek st the time. From the
pesition of the body and the signs about the apot it
was evident that the man bad not committed
suicide, and the appearance of the body indi-
eated that it had been there for seversl months.
The body was sent for and brought to this camp,
and on the 2d inst. an inquest was held over it by
David A. Burr, esq., Justice of the Pesee for this
eounty, when it was identified by reveral witnesses
a8 the body of a soldier numed Clark, who was a
private in company I, of the 10th infautry, sud
whe deserted from the command on Haw's Fork,
about the 9th of October last. The Jury rendered
» verdiet in accordance with the fuots nbove stated.

A few cases of asenult and battery wera tried
before Mr. Burr at Eckelsville during the same
week, and the offenders punished. On Monday, the
st inst., the Upited States District Court met pur-
suaut to previous adjournment; there were no cases,
hewever, brought before it fur trial, and after ad-
mitting several persone to citizenship, it adjourned
until the 1st Monday in April.

The weather is now balny and delightful, and
we sit all dsy without fires, and with open doors
8prirg opened upon br about taree weeks ago, nnd
we have not had o cold day since. The ice in the
stream hes vearly all disappeared, and the hilis sod
benshes begin to look green with the new young |
grase,

Beversl Mormon ecouting parties have been seen
Jately in our vieinity.

P, 8.—Just as 1 close this letter, a man named
Roes, who crossed the plsing as a teamster for
Radford & Cabot, and who started in company

.with two others for Califoruis when he reached
this eamp last Fall, arrived here from Weber
Valley. He reports that when he resched the
Weber River (sbout 40 miles this side of Salt
Lake City), be met Ben Simonds, a mountaineer,
who pérsuaded him not to go to the city, aud that
eonsequently he and his companions spent the
‘Winter with Simonds. That this Spring Simonds

has gathered together all the Indians in his neigh-
borhood, and is now on his way to this camp with
shem (sbout 400), for the purpoese of letting them
make a treaty with the SBuperintendent of Indinn
Affairs for this Territory, Ross confirma all the
statements made by Brown in regard to the Mor-
mwons. Hesays that the road is mow open and
free from snow as far as the Waheatch mountains
between Weber River and the city, and that the
graas is good. He has reen but fow Mermons this
Spring. He koows of & large number of persouns
who were killed last Fall by the Mormons in the
vieinity of his camp.

DOLLAR-OUS DENVER—FORT BCOTT—
THE CANVASS.
From Our Special Correspondent.
Lecomeron, K. T., May B, 1858,

1 have jast been informed of a trifling circum-
stance that throws a little light on the otherwise
myeterious character of the preeent Territorial
Executive. The Governor, in the puisssnce of his
Territorial wight, haa thought proper to charge
officers elected by the people §1 each for their
commissions, [ bave just seen some gentlemen
from Anderson County, elected to some of the
oounty or townehip offiges there, who have repudi-
uted the demsnd aud the commissiona together, and
who g0 back to their constitueney with the eonvie-
tion thut they can do without Territorinl offices
sbeut ne well ae forwerly, The quietuces with
waich this hus been mavaged sines the people got
this mutter in their own hunds, leads me to suspact
that the dollar mugt have been paid in a large nuw-
ber of euees. It will be recollected that thers was
an election nuder Territorigl law for county and
townehip officers some time ago, The number of
ufficers then elected it would be difficult to com-
pute: but ax there were county officers of ull kinds,
towuship Boards of Supervieors with their ueces-
sary officers, together with Justices of the Peace
&n? coustables, there must be a perfect army of
them all over the Territory. To levy a poll-tux of
%1 u head on all these aspirants for officinl Lonor
befure they can receive the dignifying piece of
paper from * ove J. W, Denver,” shows an appre-
cistive talent for arithmetie, not to mention that
political economy that ** ghows npations axd individ-
“iyale how to beeome rieh.,”  Besides, the dollar-
fleece frum this army of officin] martyrs would
make a very sung addition to the meager $2,500 a
year allowed his Excelleney by the organie act.

That any rebellious ** Abolitionist " should refuse
thue to be muleted is only another evidenee of that
‘‘insurrectionury "' character to which President
Buchanan so pathetically aliuded in his message.
One of the Anderson County men—Chairman, 1
think, of some Board of Supervisors—in alluding to
the dollsr, told me in & profunely irreverent way
that he *“ would see the Governor d—d first.” and
added that the ** folke down his way had got aloug
** splendidly without bogus laws,” aud, he believed,
““would prefer doing without them yet.”

By referring to the organie sct it will be found
that the duty of the Governor in issuing commis-
sious is peither discretionary not contingeut. In
section 20 I read:

* He sball commission all officers who shall be
appointed to office under the lawa of said Territory,
and shull take care that the Iswe be faithfully ex-
ecuted.”

Nor could its necessity arise for printing blanks,
even if these latter cost & cent apieee, for, by the
thirtieth section of the orgauie aet, the contingent
expenses, together with the salaries of the Ternto-
rial officers snd members of the Legislature, are to
be paid by Congress. The people in & Territory
generslly understand that one of the few advantages
attendant on a Ternitorisl Government is that Con-
gress defrays the expense of it. It is therefore
that xome of the officers elect refuse, like modern
Humpdene, to pay this *ship money.” In the
first place, it is not right; io the second, dollars are
scurce o these times.

The sction of reveral of the Federal offieers in
this respect eliows that the people of the Territory
are regarded as a flock of geese, which it is the le.
gitimpte business of a Federal officer to pluck.
Oue of the lund officers here charged preémptors a
&0 fee which he was pot entitled to, This was
finally mtertered with, but they still coutrive to get
8 guod eal more than they are entitled to.  All of
these mutters nre a very apt illustration of how ofs
ticers conduct themweselves when placed over a peo-
ple to whom tbey are not amenable, The only
qualification for Territonal officers that the Admin-
Istration geems to insist upon is that they shail be
devout aposties of Slavery,

With "Rlld'tu this matter of paying, the organie
act gives the Territorial Legislature the power of
““k“‘f Sppropriations, which appropriations sre to
be governed by the acte of Congress and the
;f"”"“m't,‘l'l’"!']i'“““‘d hy it. But we find thst in
ormer tines the amount th b ‘5
ated was exceeded, aud further spsmrintion. b
ticipated, For iustance, the Missouri Bogus Lr‘g
islature appropriated §10,000 for the Constitutions
Convention, which was paid by the General Gov-
eroment, slthough Bo sct of Congress had ever
squinted even toward such an object. Now, how-
ever, wo sce the change, The people of Kansas
took the legielative lpuwt-r from their Miswouri op-
pressors, aud their egielature also made an appro-
priation for the Comstitutional Convention, but the

Governor and otber Federal belonginge here refuse
to puy 8 dune oa it. Again, the Legislature by law
ereated a public printer and a Su rintendent of
Privting, aa they had & right to do, ‘The sam thiog
bad been dope befure thew by the Missouri-Kansas
Legislature, and was all right then, although tbe
firet oceupants of these pusitions, like uearly all o
tke appointees of that bogus coneern, were Mirsouri
Border Ruffisne. Now, the (Goserpor unceremo-
viously Kieks out these lnws and officers, _“" takes
the printing from the publie pricter, and gives it to
Lis favorites. Driggs of lhe Lecompton Democrat,
snd the editor of The Herald of Freedom, which
sheets bitterly assail the Leavenworth Constitation,
and all of the parties whom the Admisistration desire
1o assail.  The latter sheet went so fur io this dirty
wogk 4% 10 copy iuto it laat iseua o libelous article
from an Admnistration print io the States, which
necused the Speuker of the Territorial Legislsture,
Mr. Dictzler, of being & Lorse-thief and a mail-rob-
ber. Mr, Dietzler bns been in this community for
nearly four years, and hus maintained s reputation
beyond reproseh; aud, of eourse, the flagrancy of
the charge exeites mueh indigoatisn here, But it
is thue that the Administration and ite creatures
#eck to bresk down every one in whom the Free-
Stete perple trust,

From Fort Bcott there is pothing very remark-
able. Itis reported that Denver sent orders to re-
enll the recent threatening revnforcement of troops
t Fort Scott, It war reported that a Missouri foree
bad come over the border, numbering several huao-
dred men, to drive off the Free.State settlera. Capt.
Montgemery bud marched to the place with some
80 Free-State men, comprising three companies, but
bed been unsble to fird them, and went back to
Sugar Mount, The Court at Fort Scott has been
unsble to do anything up to the latest dates 1 have
received,

I find that the Pro-Slavery men and Federal offi-
cers bere are very jubilant over the idea that they
cun muke sehism enough inthe Free-State party
defeat the Leavenworth and adopt the Lecompton
Constitution, They are working vigorously to pro-
mote suck a result,” I suspect they sre encouraged
by the fact that the Pro-Siavery faction have a mu-
jority of the Board of Cauvassers. ‘There are a
good many rumors about the appointment of a
Seeretary of the Territors, which post is vaeant,
and that «ficer is ope of the canvassers, The At-
tortey-Genersl, Weir, who is another, is believed to
have been an active participant in the first Oxford
fraud, I suspeet thereis vome foul play brewing.

The eeesion of the Legislature, which, take it
all in sll, may be set down &a positively and eom-
paratively dull and stupid, is occasionally enlivened
by revelstions of election rascalities which are
quite refreshivg. Between one fifth and one-ixth
of ull the seats in the House are subject to
contestation, and the unusual course has been
taken of exsmining witnesses at the bar. The
progrees, retarded by forms which are not neces-
gary in the Committee rcom, is slow, and asa
general thing the House is very thin when these
cares are under investigation. It has several
times been counted out for want of & quorum, and
the lpublic, including & good proportion of the
gentler sex, who fill the galleries when au exciting
question is up, withhold the patronage of their
presence. It sometimes bappene, however, that
theee dreary election cases become positively start-
ling. The strangest which bhas yet come up is that
of Lotbiniere, O'Farrell, the eandidate returned
as elected, has been shown to be guilty of some ex-
traordinary frands; and when he returns—for he
ran away from Torouto when the diselosurea be-
esme e0 bad as to put him into s state of trepida-
tion—he will be ignominiously expelled the House,
and will, under the law, be incapable of being
reilected for fourteen yeare, if, indeed, he be not
subjected to & eriminal prosecution. The Return-
ing Officer, named Noel, was brother of the oppos-
ing enndidate.  O'Farrell first commenced to taw-
per with him, offering lim £100 if he would se-
cure hig election without s contest, and attempt-
ing to induce bim to ocpen the poll too
soon, and thus void the election, if & contest could
not be avoided, These proposals being rejected,
O Forrell attempted to turn them inte * fun,” At
the St. Sylvester Hall the most extraordinary pro-
ceedings took place, In the afternoon of the second
day, the partieans of O'Farrell, rendered desperate
by the intelligence that Nocl wus far shead at the
other polling plaees, touk possession of the poil, nud
began to write down names with all the rapidity of
men who were runnivg s rice agniost time.  They
broke the windows, the floor sud the ceiling of the
building, frightening awny the deputy Returning Offi-
cer Cote, who took rafuge in the private bouse, Coté
was, however, forcibly ﬁﬂuzged Euck anud compelled
to be a party to the fraud. When the par-
tisuns of O'Farrell bad written down as many
names a8 they hked—they suid they wanted 2,000—
they compelied the deputy Returuing Officer and
MeCulloeh, the Poll Clerk, to certify to the cor-
rectness of the book. In this part of the business,
O'Farrell was himeelf 8 chief sctor, declaring
that if Coté refused to certify to the correet.
peen of the books, he would stand & good
chanee of being pumshed. When O'Farrell fourd
that the matter was coming before the House, he
tried to prevent Coté coming to Toronto to give
evidence; mying thut he would get nothiog for his
expeneer, and would run imminent risk of the jail,
O'Farrell's friends sdded that he would be assnssi-
unted in the woods, on bis way to the railway station,
en route for "Toronto, -

O'Farrell offered Dr. Reed, of Quebee, £50 to
steal the St. Sylvester poll-book; and be is eharged
with drugging Coté ulni' wnother funetionary in or-
der to incapacitate them, on the second duy of elec.
tion, for the performance of their duty.  Dr. Reed
ulleges that O'Farrell sent for bim at the elose of the
first day’s poll and asked him for opium, untimony
and ealomels that on the Doctor refusiug to give
these drugs, O'Farrell suid he had eome doses and
would use them.  Coteé was taken sick next day and
hud to be prescribed for by Dr, Read.  There are
two oF three other bad casss nuder investigation,
tut g0 far O'Farrell i entitled to the palu of in-
famy.

sgent appointed was a relative of Anderson's wife
snd got the situstion through bhis influence. Lawt
Fall the busk was robbed. and an inquiry iuto its
mansgement followed.  Anderion offend to give
Cupnuing, the bank agent, $L00D, and e
bim eafe off to the United States, i he would
tell sll sbout the robbery, of which the
latter  persists  in  deelaring  his  utter
ignorance, In the ceurse of the investigation re.
gurding the robbery, it came out that great irregu-
larities bad been committed before that oceurrence,
Loans had been made without suthonity, and the
checks of private persons, which never ought to
have been touched by the agent, cashed, as it now
appears, by the orders of Anderson. Awmong the
persons to whom loans were improperly made, was
ore Hugh Beott of Montreal, t(l‘ the amount of
X7,000 or §=,000. The l!.lrggd libel charged Ap-
derson with being one of a triangular partnership
in & speculation, in which the mooey of the bauk,
improperly rent to Seolt, was to be tlﬂ'd. .“" WS
ulso charged in general terms with using his official
position tor his own private sdvantage, aod an in-
quiry iuto his whole conduct as a public officer de-
manded, At the trisl last week a letter was pro-
duced from Cumming to Hugh Beott, inclosing s draft
for 81,000, direeting him to purchase 8 quantity of
oste, and stating that Anderson would be a partnar
i tbe speeulation, which was expeeted Lo turn out

well, sa oats were pearly double the price in To-
routo 1bat they were i Montreal.

KixgsToN, Jam,, May 1, 1558,

The unexpected departure of the steamer Suladin
from this port hae enabled me to forward you this,
accompanied by some copies of the Kiogston jour-
nsle, containing a report of the proceedings of a
public meetirg held there on the 23d.

1t was called with a view of determining upon
some plan to promote the emigration of the free
colored pecple of the United States into this
island, was numerously attended, and distin.
guished by the expression of strong sympathy with
tbe colored people of America, whose present op-
preseed condition must have foreibly reealled to
numbers of the audience and many of the officers of
the meeting their own struggles with prejudice and
Slavery here in days now happily gone by furever,

Doubtless a consummetion of the expressed de-
gire of the meeting, to introduee such an accession
to our population, would be fraught with benefits to
the island aud the emigrants themselver, A single
glanee at the composition of the meetiog would of
itaelf huve been & convineing evidence to the Iutter
that their color—which in the United States is such
& disqualification—ia here by no means the slightest
obstacle in the way of their sttaining any station of
h;-nur or profit to which their abilities might eutitle
them,

The Hon, Edward Jordan, Prime Minister of the
Itland and Mayor and Custos of this city, is a man
of ecolor. The Hon. Robert Osborn and the Hon,
Richard Hill, both members of the Governor's
Council, are sleo of the same eomplexion, and the

House of Assembly in very equally divided between
the whiterand colored; in fnet, you find them in every
ravk of soeiety, and filling the highest offices in
every department of State, with cradit to them-
#elves, and to the satisfuction of the publie.

It is rumored that a Mr. Dalton from Louisiana,
who addressed the meeting, goes back to the United
States, bearing a commission from Gov, Darling
suthorizing him to make some preliminary arrange-
ments to bring the matter before the colored prople
of the Southern States, with whoee wants and ca-
pacities the former gentleman professes to be thor-
oughly sequainted, It has also been suggested thut
we should avail ourselves of the sssistance of the
British Covsuls at the ports in the Slave States, for
the purpoee of disseminating information among
stich of this elass a8 are likely to become emigrants,
How far the *fire-eating and manifist destiny”
gentlemen, who go in for the acquisition and annex-
stion of sll the Caribbeer, will be disposed to favor
the sebeme of still further Africanizing this islund,
timessill show; and an opportunity will soon be af-
forded them to prove whether their anxiety to rid
themselver of ul;:lt they profess to regard as & cum-
bersome and highly obnoxious portion of their
comuunity, is real, or whether their recent threat
of expelling them is ouly made that they may gain
credit for merciful forbearsuce by rescinding their
resolution of expulsion, and st the sawe time fill
the ecffers of the treul:dry by levying additioual
beavy tax upon this elready overburdened portion
of their population. Should the suthorities of the
Southern States, bowever, throw no obstacles in
the way of a suceessful execution of the design of
the meeting alluded to, I have no doubt that at
the spproaching meeting of the Assembly, some
wearure will be adopted caleulated to promote the
scheme,

The Governor, 1 learn, has expressed himself
most favorable to such & plan of emigration from
the United Stutes as muy be coupled with eoloniza-
tion—such a oue being most likely, while adding to
the population, not to deteriorste it morally or
intellectually. From all that 1 can learn, there is
strong party who entertaio views similar to those of
his Excellency, and who decidedly prefer the intro-
duction of persons of this description to the half-
civilized couly or, barbarous African who would be
brought bere as indentured apprentices for a term of

ears.  On the sther hand, tEc plaaters, who desire

one and musele—eomethivg to place at the end of
the boe.handle—and are indifferent about the quan-
tity of brains that secompavy it, prefer the Istter
cluss, and, in all probability, will oot be wmost
fuvorably disposed to promote any measure likely to
mtreduce & bedy of small fsrmers, who wmust
eventually become rival producers of the priveipal
stagles and an influential class in society,

’I'Le mereantile and other interests (not planting)
are, however, decidedly inclined to fuvor the former
plan, as beirg the best caleulsted to establish the
prosperity of the island on a firm basis. Large pro-
prietors are ueuslly abeentees, spending in England
ot on the Continent the means produced from a
successful eultivation of their estates; while small
farmers would constantly reside upon the island,
and being of & eluss superior to the ordinary laborer,
would have wants calculated to augment the impor-
tsticn of foreign goods, thereby inereasing the
revenue, and sdding vy their produetive industry to
the cxports of our principal staples, and the general
prosperity of the ieland. At present, however, the
Guverner is unable to do more than express his con.
enrrence in the design of the meeting, as the Eman-
cipation act, now in furce, coutains uo provisions for
the introduction of any other than iudentured libor-
ers, who are willing to work for a term of years,
sud who ae introduced at the expedhe of the plant
ere,

P'zpers of uaturalization are obtained bere with
but httle trouble or formality. The process is sim-
ple end immediate; making your declaration, taking
the cath of aliegiance, registering your papers,
may all be dove in one or two days; and you are st
once a‘fnumd to all the righte of eitizens borm upon
e soil,

GOLD IN JIOWA,

donce of Tha London Thnes
Kroxvx, lewa, May, 10, 1858

There bas been groat excitsment in our city for the
past few days, in consequence of the discovery of gold
mines in several counties in this Btate, (iold mines
bave been discovered in Madison, Warren, Clark,
Webster and Pok Counties. It seema that the mines
in Polk County were discovered last Fall by a farmer;
that be ruppressed the discovery till within the last
month, when be made it knowo, Sioce then, gold
mines bave been discovered in the counties above
mentioned. Warren County undsubtedly contsine the
richest mires in the State, and although the discovery
bas ot been mad two weeks, there are over 400 men
working the minea there, making from $ o 15
per dsy. I saw a gentieman from the mines there
to-day. He states that be bas sveraged $17 per day,
and has been at work about a week, He brought with
Yim to our city s ump of gold larger than a hen's egg,
that he picked up. The steamboat Edward Manning
Jeft our city this morning, with 150 passengers, bousd
for the gold mines. The steamboat Alice leaves
to-worrow merning for the diggings, From our city,
people who wish to go to the Warren County diggings
can go nearly all the way by steamboat up the Des
Moines River. With po other motive than to inform

your readers of theee facts, 1 rend you some.

LUSS OF A& SCHOONER AND THREE LIVES ON LONG
1SLAND.

On Wedneeday evening, abont 11 o'clock, the
schooner A. L. Hardy, Capt. Allen, from Norfolk, V.,
bound to Providence, went ashore on Long lsland, st a
puint sbout thirteen miles west of Montauk P'oint. The
crew of the vessel consisted of the captain and Lis two
brothers, and a boy about fonrteen years of age. Im-
medistely after the echoener struck, the mate was
wasbed overboard; and, a8 no assistance could be ren-
dered him, waa drowned. The captain and his remsiz-
ivg brother took the schooner's boat and endeavored to
reach the shore, but the boat swamped, and they per-
ished almoet a8 scon as they left the vessel's side. The
bey, who remained on the schooner, was taken off
on Friday morning about 10 o'clock, at which time
Mr. Charles R, Dsyton, s wreck-master, first resched
the ecee of disaster. At the time the vessel went
nehore the weather was clear, and the wind fresh from
the porth. [t is difficult to conjecture how the disaster
could have occurred, unless the captain had mistaken
s new lighthouse, recently established near Quogue,
for Mootauk Light, and thereby been led out of his
course, The epot where the schooner went ashore is
about five miles from the poict where theill-fated John
Milton wans lost a short time since, The cargo of the ves-
pel—2,500 bushels of corn—itisthought may be saved,
though in & damaged condition, but the vessal herself
will probably be a total loss. Mr. Dayton, the wreck-
master at the station vear which the disaster oscurred,
came to New-Lendon on Saturday evecing in the
steamer Itland Belle, forthe purpose of makivg known
the facts cf the case, He telegraphed to Harwichport,
Maes,, to the familics of the deceased seamen, haviog
arcertaived from letters found in their chests that they
belonged in that town, We are indebted to him for
this account of the occurrence,

MISSING VESSEL,

The Bark; Giov. Hubbard, built and ewned in Hal-
lowell, hine vot been heard from since the 8ch of Ooto-
ber last, when ehe sailed in ballsst frem Alexandria,
Egypt, for some gort on the coast of the Northern Me-
diterrazean, The Gov. Hubbard wsa a staunch vessel
of abcut 400 tuns, built in 1854, and commanded by
Capt, Willinm H. Smith, son of Cap’. Bamuel Saith,
of Hallowell, part owner. Fears are entertained that
the vereel foundered in a gale, and that all hande shared
her fate. It is barely poseible thet ehe may yet be
heard from, or that the Captain or some of the crew
may bave been eaved. It would eeem however, that
in the absence of any intelligencs for overseven moaths
the probabilitice were sgainst recerving, favorable tid
ings eitber from veeeel or crew.

FROM DATROIT TO LIVERFOOL DIRECT,

(ur direct trade with Epgland is an established fact,
Two vessels have already sa'led tnis Spring, which
will be followed by several others as soon as they are
tqu pped and receive their cargoes, The schooner
Black Hawk eailed eeveral days siace. She took out
s load of staves and lumber, which she will land in
Liverpuol, vis Welland Canal snd the St. Lawrence
River. She has on board 74,120 West India staves,
and 30,000 feet black-walsut lumber. She is com-
manded by Capt. Taylor, formerly of the Lamplighte:,
in the Government service. Her crew consista of
twelve men, including two mates, a steward and seven
reamen, besides Capt, Taylor. The achooner Star of
the North cleared on Tuesday for Montreal, with s
cargo of 74,000 Weat India staves, where aho will trave-
fer them to the echooner Chieftain, The latter will
take them to Liverpool direct, Yesterday the schooner
Col. Cook completed her cargo and came down to the
oity, where she now lies waiting a consignment of
black walput lumber from the iuterior, She has on
beard 67,000 West India staves, This wessel makes
the third clearing from Detroit for Liverpool within a
week. There is little doubt that this trade msy be

Free Press, May 13,
IMPORTANT CUSTOMS SEIZURE,

Yesterday the officers of the Cusioms departmen’
bad & busy time of it, as we learn that*with the ex-
coption of the mail eteamers and one or two others,
every steam vessel in the harbor, to the number of
nearly fifty, had their walking-beams placed under
lock and key, aud their owners prohibited from run-
ving until they have enmplied with the provisions of
the passengers’ safety act. That set roquires that all
steamers shiall be registered and licensed, and, with
the above exceptions, all the owners of steamers had
ot complied with those regulations. The procsedicg
of placing the vesrels “under arrest,” brought ont
many ipgenicun ** dodges” on the part of the vflicers
performing that duty, but it was at last accomplished,
The result was that in several inetances the owners st
once complied with the presoribed requirements, and
the vessels of the others were relieved from ** durance
vile'" on their undertaking 10 follow & similar courss aa
soon as possible. [Quebec Gazette, May 12,
DRITISH CRUISERS OVERHAULING AMERICAN ¥RSSpT 8,

Sipce we reported the fact that the American schoon-
er Mobile, row at this port, had been fired at and
brought to in the Gulf by the British war steamer
S'yx, and ber captain forced to n'low & British officer
to come en board, several othiers of n simiar uature
tave cecarred. The vessels of the British West Jad s

fquadron, it appears, bave received orders to wop

every vessel they meet with near the Cuba conat, fur
the purpoee of ascertaining whether they are eongaged
in lawful commerce or in the slave trade, whica, by
thelaw of nations, is piracy, It e probably owing w
the fact that ko many of the Cubsn sisvers sail ander
the American flag that American vessels engagad in
legitimate commerce have been moleted,

way from any other motive than a sincere desire to
sepprese the Slave-Trade, which, in epite of the treaty
between Spain asd Great Britain, has been increasing
w extent and dariog for some years pust.

ARKEST OF CAPTAIN JUDKING, OF THE WRITISH
STEAMER PERSIA

Captaln Judkine, of the British stesmer Persia, was
arrested by United States Officer Edward Iogan oa
Thursday afternocn. under the following eirenmstances:
It appears that upou receiving orders from Deputy
Health Officer Waller to anchor the Persia at Quans-
tige, because of the small pox case discoversd on board,
